On Duty At Station 


Civilian dispatchers will remain on desk 
duty at the Central fire station while the 
town appeals a decision of the Labor 
Relations Board that favored firefighters 
union contention that they should not have 
been used. 

Town Manager J. Maynard Austin in- 
formed the selectmen this week that he 
would continue to use the civilians while 
the case is in the process of appeal to the 
Superior Court.

Austin told selectmen that alternatives 
had been studied and that he had 
recommended continued use of the 
civilians as a method of reducing overtime 
in the department. 

The Labor >lations Board had said in 
its ruling that the town did not bargain 
properly in using the civilians and denied 
firefighters their rights, as well as preven- 
ting them from receiving overtime pay for 
such assignment. The ruling also ordered 
firefighters to receive back pay estimated 
to amount to $90,000 for the over two years 
the civilians have been used. 

Austin said that among the alternatives 
was to take the civilians off the desk and 
reassign them to other departments until 
the case is resolved in the courts. 

Reassignment, or simply termination 
and elimination of the civilian dispatchers 
would not accomplish the reflection of the 
principle being upheld by the appeal, 


Austin told the board, namely that the 
manager should have the right to make 
assignments and eliminate overtime. 

If the dispatchers are left on their pre- 
sent assignment it will continue to save 
overtime assignment of a firefighter to 
desk duty, and Austin said it was his feel- 
ing that the civilian should remain rather 
than be reassigned. 

As for the back pay provisions of the 
Labor Relations Board ruling, Austin ex- 
plained that the board had agreed that the 
dispatchers pending the appeal, but it is 
felt the monetary consideration still is in 
effect. In other words the overtime 
provisions to be paid to firefighters is still 
running, pending the court decision. 

Austin exmphasized that keeping the 
dispatchers on, rather than reassigning to 
other town departments, would forego and 
though of eliminating overtime for 
firefighters.

Officials 
Agree To 
$15,000 


Agreement has been reached between 
Andover and Tewksbury on the payment of 
a water bill, with the latter approving pay- 
ment in the amount of $15,000 for the con- 
troversial errant turn of the gate last 
year. 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen and Albert 
Cole completed negotiations begun by the 
former board with Tewksbury officials 
and a special town meeting in that com- 
munity approved the payment last week. 

Last year the gate on a special line 
designed to serve Tewksbury in time of 
need was turned the wrong way and 
several million gallons slipped through, 

When informed of the matter, former 
selectmen were incensed and demanded 
that the town pay the full amount. Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin at the time 
had suggested that $5,000 to cover the cost 
of producing the water for Tewksbury 
would be an agreeable figure. 

Former Chairman Milton Greenberg, 
who with Alan French began negotiations 
with Tewksbury to recoup the money for 
the town, initially were of the opinion that 
the suburban town should pay the total 
cost of the water used. 

This week, Bowen said that agreement 
had been reached on the $15,000 figure, 
with $2,240 paid from existing accounts, 
and the balance appropriated at the 
special town meeting called last week. 

Agreed upon was that Tewksbury would 
pay Andover the balance of remaining 
from what it charged its customers for the 
water pumped from Andover.

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Quality 


Of Recycled Materials 


Because some loads of recycled 
materials have been of poor quality (that 
is they contain contaminants), the plant 
which processes Andover’s recycled glass 
and cans is starting to inspect each load 
carefully, according the Margaret Pustell, 
chairman of the Andover Recycling Com- 
mittee. 

If any load contains unsuitable 
materials it will not be accepted and the 
town will not receive payment for it; in 
ae it will have to be dumped somewhere 
else. 

Recor, Inc., the recycling processing 
plant in Salem, Massachusetts where An- 
dover has been selling its glass and cans, 
has been sold and a new company, Matcon 
Recycling, Inc. has acquired it and will 
continue to buy Andover’s recycled glass 
ans cans. However, the company has 
notified its suppliers that it cannot accept 
loads of poor quality because it, in turn, 
cannot separate and sell contaminated 
materials to customers. 


In mixed glass and can loads there 
should not be any china such as cups and 
plates. And there should not be any rub- 
bish or plastic or garbagr. Colored glass 
mixed in a clear glass load is also a con- 
taminant and will cause the load to be re- 
jected. The Recycling Committee re- 
quests all residents to please be sure to put 
out only proper materials so that the town 
can sell every load. It will benefit the town 
financially and also will assure that 
recycling will become an important 
aspect of the energy and resource- 
conserving economy. 


At the Matcon plant a load of glass and 
cans is weighed, inspected, and then 
dumped and pushed gradually onto an in- 
clined conveyor belt. The material passes 
under a magnetized revolving drum which 
picks out the ‘‘steel’’ cans. The aluminum 
is then easily removed by hand and the 
glass remains. The three separate 
materials are then prepared for shipment

to plants which will use the recycled 
materials. Obviously, to have this process 
work efficiently and economically we who 
do the source separation (recycling) in our 
homes must do our part correctly. 


In Andover clear glass and cans (in the 
same container) are collected the second 
week of each month on the regular trash 
collection day; green and brown glass and 
cans (in the same container) are collected 
the fourth week of each month. In June the 
town collected 36% tons of glass and were 
paid $10 per ton and so received $365. If 
every household would recycle the town 
could collect well over 160 tons a month 
which would earn more than $1,600 for 
each month, just for glass and cans. 


The usual recycling schedule cards are 
not yet available for this year, but the 
recycling program is continuing as usual. 
The Recycling Committee urges 
everybody to keep recycling and be sure to 
include only the correct materials when 
putting them out at the curb for pick-up.

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LEGAL NOTICE 
GREATER LAWRENCE SANITARY DISTRICT 
PUBLIC HEARING 

The Greater Lawrence Sanitary District proposes to amend its 
current Rules and Regulations, Adopted June 1971, Amended 
December 9, 1971 to include the method for processing and payment 
of Septage Waste within the District's member communities (City 
of Lawrence, the Towns of Andover, Methuen and North Andover) 
including the following Appendix C. 

Rules and Regulations For The Discharge of Septage 

1, Any hauler who wishes to avail themselves of the opportunity to 
discharge septage wastes must apply and be granted a permit by the 
District. 

A. Only haulers who are licensed by a Community within the 
District will be considered. 

B. Septage from domestic sources will be accepted from the towns 
of North Andover, Andover, Methuen and the City of Lawrence. Sep- 
tage from other communities will not be accepted. 

C. Septage will be accepted during the hours of 8:00 A.M. to 4:00 
P.M., Monday through Friday. 

D. Haulers will be responsible to see that septage does not leak 
onto the ground near the discharge points and that all exposed areas 
are washed to remove traces of septage where odors might develop. 

2. Ticket books will be on sale during the regular hours at the 
District offices, or obtained by mailing a certified bank check in the 
amount of $150.00 made payable to Greater Lawrence Sanitary 
District. 

A. These books will contain ten tickets. Each ticket, when proper- 
ly filled ot with the names and addresses of where the septage was 
picked up will permit the hauler to discharge a load up to 2200 
gallons. 

B. All haulers will report when they arrive at the Plant to the of- 
fice or notify the Operating personnel that they wish to discharge the 
contents of their truck. 

1. They will leave a ticket properly filled out including the names 
and addresses of where the load was obtained, with the authorized 
District representative. 

2. Failure to do this in a prescribed manner or any known attempt 
to fraudulently report the source of the septage will be cause to 
revoke the haulers permit to discharge into the Greater Lawrence 
Sanitary District facility. 

3. Industrial users who wish to use the Plant facilities will contact 
the District for permission to discharge. They will submit a 
representative sample to the District along with an analysis of the 
wastes performed by a private and responsible laboratory. If per- 
mission is granted by the District, a fair price for each load will be 
arbitrated. The continuance to discharge will be at the pleasure of 
the District and will depend on the fact that no detrimental effect on 
plant operations is experienced. In this case the industry will be bill- 
ed each month for the loads discharged. 

A Public Hearing will be held on Tuesday, August 30, 1977 in the 
conference room of the Administration Building at 7:30 P.M., 
Charles Street, North Andover. 

Implementation of this amendment will take effect immediately 
upon approval of the District Commission.

. Caddell’s Polis a Problem

WASHINGTON — Poll- 
ster Patrick Caddell is 
having an increasingly dif- 
ficult time walking the eth- 
ical tightrope between his 
private business clients 
and the president he regu- 
larly advises. 

The brilliant, 27-year-old 
pollster has vehemently in- 
sisted there is no overlap 
between his public and pri- 
vate counseling. Caddell 
peddles his $20,000-a-year 
quarterly opinion poll to a 
growing list of corpora- 
tions for about $1 million a 
year. But he insists that he 
merely takes the public 
pulse for President Carter 
and advises him on such 
stylistic matters as fire- 
side chats and town meet- 
ings. 

Yet many observers, in- 
cluding some inside the 
White House, are begin- 
ning to question Caddell’s 
dual role. Do such clients 
as Westinghouse, Exxon, 
Atlantic Richfield, Sears, 
Roebuck and Citicorp be- 
lieve they will get access to 
private Oval Office infor- 
mation if they retain Cad- 
dell? Conversely, will the 
long-haired pollster carry 
their corporate viewpoints 
into his personal discus- 
sions with Carter? 

Caddell concedes that he 
must walk a fine line to

avoid any conflict. But that 
line sometimes becomes 
blurred. 

For example, Caddell 
has tried to gain the pa- 
tronage of the giant utility 
industry by offering advice 
on nuclear power. In late 
1975, around the time he 
began polling for Jimmy 
Carter’s campaign, 
Caddell’s firm advised the 


utilities to launch a public” 


relations offensive to sell 
nuclear power to a skepti- 
cal public. 

The scheme was outlined 
in a confidential nine-page 
memo sent to major utili- 
ties across the country. 
Caddell told us the memo 
was prepared by an associ- 
ate and that it does not 
reflect the views he 
discusses with the presi- 
dent. 

"I advise him on public 
opinion, not on_ issues,” 
Caddell said. "I am not a 
substantive adviser. I’m 
not even that familiar with 
the memo." 

Interestingly, the memo 
suggested techniques simi- 
lar to those Carter and 
others have used to build a 
political coalition. Sepa- 
rate, hand-tailored strate- 
gies should be employed, it 
recommended, to attract 
support among the biggest 
opponents of nuclear 


power — women, young 
people, blacks and the 


poor. 

Nearly three-quarters of 
the public believe that 
electric utilities are "mak- 
ing excessive profits 
today,” the memo contend- 
ed. They fear that nuclear 
power is both too expen- 
‘sive and too dangerous. "A 
majority believe a nuclear 
power plant can actually 
explode like an atomic 
bomb,” the memo noted. 

Utilities should mount a 
media offensive to dispel 
these impressions, the 
memo proposed. "The en- 
tire campaign must 
hammer away at the basic 
points: there is an energy 
crisis, energy is necessary 
for jobs, (and) nuclear en- 
ergy is safe and cheap.” 

It is important, however, 
to "use the right medium” 
for "the right target audi- 
ence.” Women, for 
instance, "must be con- 
vinced of the basic safety 
of nuclear power — that 
they and their children are 
not in jeopardy.” The utili- 
ties should "use other 
women as spokespersons” 
to deliver this message, 
the firm suggested. 

Poor people, on the other 
hand, are "particularly 
sensitive to scare stories 
and arguments by the op- 
ponents of nuclear.” Scien- 
tists should speak out for 
nuclear power because 
"the public has faith in 
Scientists,” which "is not 
true for top business lead- 
ers and government 
bureaucrats.” Black lead- 
ers should be used as 
spokesmen in their com- 
munities, the memo added. 

Footnote: A spokesman 
for Caddell’s firm said 
Caddell had "nothing to do 
with” the memo. He also

Arms Stockpiling 
South Africa has been 
stockpiling a huge, secret 
military arsenal. The arms 
allegedly have been 
shipped through channels 
known only to a small 


' circle of government offi- 


cials and arms dealers. 

We have no evidence 
that the United States is 
involved in the direct sale 
of military equipment to 
South Africa. But U.S. 
weapons have _ reached 
South Africa through third 
countries. 

Here’s how our sources 
describe the operation: 
There is evidence that U.S. 
companies have sold li- 
censes to Italy and Portu- 
gal to manufacture weap- 
ons. These countries al- 
legedly duplicated the 
weapons and sold them to 
South Africa. 

There is also evidence, 
for example, that U.S. 
fighter-bombers were sold 
to West Germany. Then 
the Germans sold some of 
the planes to South Africa. 

The House subcommit- 
tee on Africa has learned 
that the South Africa gov- 
ernment has purchased 
every conceivable conven- 
tional weapon; that most 
of the sales have been 
made by Britain, France 
and Italy; that 20 per cent 
of South Africa’s national 
budget was spent for de- 
fense last year. 

Many of the arms deals 
have been kept secret, 
which has permitted South 
Africa to build a formida- 
ble military force. It could 
mean a bloody showdown 
between black and white 
Africa unless the diplo- 


mats can prevent it.

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20 Editorial Comment 
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The Persistent 
Growth Problem 


Growth of Andover has been a persistent problem, 
causing consternation to town boards for a number of 
years. 

Almost annually the problem arises, and virtually 
every time the subject is approached there is little or no 
solution. 

Selectmen Monday ight discussed the issue at some 
length in relation to some problem subdivisions in the 
community, ultimately deciding that maybe the subject 
might be a good agenda item for a future meeting. 

What a town can do about growth is a problem, with 
probably no better a solution to it than what Andover is 
doing at present — providing as much Supervisory and 
inspection services as possible. 

Municipalities can not limit growth per se. Every 
attempt to accomplish such has met with disapproval 
by such as the Supreme Court when tested. 

In addition, limiting growth is counteracted by 
legislative bodies who approve such provisions as so- 
called snob zoning provisions in this state. 

We can recall an attempt here in Andover seeral 
years ago to provide some limits to growth of the town 
by providing two-acre zoning in some sections of town. 

While the proposal had several proponents, including 
the support of the planning board, the townspeople 
thoroughly rejected the proposal at town meeting. 

The areas suggested for two acre zoning are now well 
developed in cluster or cul-de-sac subdivisions.

Andover’s growth in recent years has been relatively 
constant. 

Even during difficult economic times, monthly 
building permit totals remained high, as the town main- 
tained a welcome address. 


It is doubtful, based on such experience, that the im- 
age of the community would change, and that it would 
be a difficult task to attempt to provide roadblocks to 
continued development. 

What Andover has done in recent years is provide ad- 
ditional inspection services to insure that the town is 
help harmless for improper utility installation or road 
construction in development areas. 

There is also protection provided for the home 
purchaser through such services. 

Too, the additional services prove costly tothe town 
and in some cases to contractors, who must pay for 
some inspection services. In the latter case, the cost is 
passed on to the homeowner. 

It would appear, then, that the providing of this 
municipally directed Supervisory service is the best in- 


surance at the moment, as far as growth problems are 
concerned. 


There is little that can be legally done to prevent it, 
and the town would appear to be handling the problem 
well in its constant inspection and insistnce on 
adherence to local and state regulations.

Some savings are resulting through the 
efforts of the town’s purchasing agent, a 
position created about a year ago. 

Town Manager J. Maynard Austin in- 
formed selectmen Monday night that the 
purchasing department was making good 
progress in increasing the efficiency of the 
town and said that relationship with the 
school department, while not as rapidly as 
desired, was beginning to move along 
well, 

Austin said that the central purchasing 
department under the direction of Ronald 
Clifford, was updating the overall 
purchasing manual for the town, develop- 
ing files on state contracts and developing 
other files for more efficient purchasing 
operations. 

As for the relationship with the school 
department, Austin said it had not moved 
very rapidly, despite the understanding 
that the end of the school year must be 
awaited before determining needs. 

He said that purchase orders had been 
requested by July 1, but the first batch 
were not received until July 18 and 
amounted to some 700 orders, including 
textbooks. 

Austin said that Clifford processed the 
orders and everything seemed to be mov- 
ing well as of the moment. 

The manager agreed with the comment 
from Selectmen Richard J. Bowen that 
the progress in the school department 
would appear to be ‘‘more evolutionary 
than revolutionary.’’ 

Austin explained that some savings 
were realized on bidding fuel oil this year, 
due to changes in public bidding laws. 
Gasoline purchase does not as yet fall into 
that category. 

A further evaluation of the agency is an- 
ticipated in another month or so.
